To the Citizens of the Town of Eastbrook: 


I herewith submit a report of the school department. The 
two grade schools began September 10, with Mrs. Bessie Wil- 
bur as teacher in the upper grades and Mrs. Mattie Smith in 
the lower grades. It has been necessary, because of illness, to 
employ Mrs. Stella Dinsmore and Mrs. Madeline Merchant as 
substitutes for the Ridge School. 


The town has been exceptionally fortunate to have trained 
teachers with much experience to handle their schools. These 
have been critical years for schools to function normally and 
the next few years do not look any brighter, unless young 
people attend the normal schools and become interested in 
teaching. This condition is quite apt to last for the next sev- 
eral years. The following is a list of the tuition students at- 
tending schools outside of town as of September, 1945:

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NURSE’S REPORT 


I herein submit a brief report of service rendered the town 
‘of Eastbrook by the Hancock County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association for the period beginning January 1, 1945, to De- 
cember 31, 1945. 


HEALTH SERVICE TO SCHOOLS 

Seven visits have been made to the town during the school 
year at which times class room inspections have been made 
and a check-up of the Seven Point awards. Individual in- 
spection was given those who were absent when the annual in- 
spection was made. 

The annual physical inspection was given the pupils 
at the Ridge Primary and the Mill Grammar schools Decem- 
ber 31, and consisted of the routine weighing and measuring, 
the inspection of teeth, throat, scalp, and for postural defects, 
the skin for rashes, sores and personal cleanliness, as well as 
for infectious diseases. No defective vision or hearing was 
found in any of the pupils according to the tests given.

Public health nurses are interested in the total health situ- 
ation of the family including disease prevention, the promo- 
tion of health education and where adequate nursing service 
is available, care of the sick in the home. 


Because Eastbrook is fortunate in having a public nurse 
employed by another agency to do special work with the 
school children, my part of the total health program has been 
concerned primarily with the maternal and child health 
work. 


Since it is recognized that care during the pre-natal period 
greatly influences the health of the mother and baby, routine 
health supervision calls have been made to pre-natal and post- 
partum patients, as well as to infant and pre-school children. 


In August, Eastbrook and Waltham combined to hold a 
well-child conference. Diphtheria and smallpox immunization 
was Offered at that time. 


The was is over, but the job of promoting public health on 
the home front is not. The nurse can do little without com- 
munity backing. I wish to express my sincere thanks to the 
general public for their splendid cooperation. With combined 
efforts much can be accomplished.
